ON ARMS 


Geneva, May traffic in 
arms cannot be considered a merely 
commercial matter and escape inter 
national regulation, declared Count 
Henri Carton Dewiart, former Bel- 
gian premier, in formally opening 
this afternoon the international con- 
ference for control of traffic in arms, 
called by the League of Nations. Re- 
ferring to the presence of the Unit- 
ed States delegation, Count Dewiart 
said its official participation had a 
new and precious significance, “for 
America being 2” imoeertant manu 
facturing count he added, “her 
signature and ratification are indis- 
pensable for the success of our 
task.” 

He also welcomed the presence of 
Germany and Argentina, saying the 
presence of the later, if merely as 
an observer, was a happy omen, 

Reports that the British delega- 


tion would present a substitute con- | 


vention at the international con- 
ference for control of the traffic in 
arms were confirmed today by Brit- 
ish spokesmen, who said they prob 
ably also would offer other sugges 
tions during the sessions, as will the 
United States delegation. 
Representatives of arms manufac 


turers have come to Geneva to 
watch the conference which so di- 
rectly affects their business, Other 


potential opponents of some of the 
proposed regulations are states that 
insist that the “sacred right of re 
volution must be protected.” 
China in Forbidden Zone? 

Whether an attempt will be made 
to cust China into the so-called “for 
bidden zone” where the importation 


‘of arms is prohibited, is one of the 


questions that is agitating the dele-} 


gates. This zone problem is one of 
the most delicate before the confer 
ence, 


The Geneva conference does not! 
uim directly at the reduction of 
armaments; it seeks to reduce the 


arms traffic to a minimum by sub- 


jecting it to government control 
through a system of licenses. 
Another aim is to check illicit 


traffic, league statistics showing that 
vast quantities of arms have been 
exported from manufacturing coun- 
tries to destinations, no record of 
which exists, 

The convention on which the con 
ference begins work today will 
place the convention adopted at St. 
Germain in 1919 which the United 
States failed to ratify. 

Special interest attaches to the at 
titude of the German delegation, as

LIQUOR ACT MADE MUCH 
MORE RIGID 


The various amendments to the 
Liquor Act make the act more rigid. 
Many of these amendments are im- 
portant in their character. Section 
24 of the act is amended by adding 
thereto the following sub-section: 

“If the occupant of a residence or 
of any part thereof is convicted of 
keeping a disorderly house or of an 
offence against any of the provisions 
of this act, committed in or in re- 
spect of such residence or in respect 
of any liquor kept therein or remov- 
ed therefrom, the same shall cease 
to be a residence within the mean 
ing of this act for a period of on 
year after the date of such convic 
tion, and shall for such period be 
deemed to be a public place for the 
purposes of this act. 

“Provided that the board may, 
when satisfied of a bona fide change 
of ownership or occupation of such 
premises, or when it is desirable to 
do so, declare such premises to be a 
residence and may grant a certificate 


| to such effect to the owner or oc- 


cupant of such premises, and such 
premises shall from the date of the 
granting of such certificate, signed 
by the chairman of the board, be a 
residence and cease to be a public 
place within the meaning of this 
act.” 

Section 80 of the act is amended 
by adding thereto the following: 

“No person shall have or keep any 
liquor within the province which has 
not been purchased from a govern 
ment vendor of the Alberta liquor 
controle board or from a druggist 
authorized to sell the same, save and 
except beer purchased from a brew 


er licensed to sell the same under 
the provisions of this act.”

Subsection 113 of the act is

GREAT INDIAN BATTLE TWIXT

In the annals of history there are 


many of the great battles of the 
North American Indians that have 
been omitted, as no records have 


been obtained,

tories filled them with a spirit of 


conquest that they could go on con- 
quering. The Cree Indians made 
their camp just east of the river 
where Lethbridge is now situated 
and sent out a party of scouts on 
reconnoitering work to discover 
what enemies and obstacles were 
to be encoutered the other side of the 
river. These scouts were surprised 
by a party of Blood Indians, who 
were then known as the most brave 
and warlike of the Indian race, The

SE COND FORTNIG HTL Y CROP 
REPORT 

The weather over the entire prov 
ince during the past fortnight has 
been cool and unsettled with frost 
at night, and with rather heavy pre- 
cipitation in many localities. In the 
southern part of the province, where 
seeding had become general, this 
condition interfered somewhat with 
operations, which have only this 
week been resumed. In the more 
central and northern districts, where 
spring plowing had scarcely begun, 
the rain and cool weather further de- 
layed commencement of work. 

Sceding became general in the 
southern districts about April 20, 
but was delayed a week by the back- 
ward weather, Operations have now 
been resumed, and from twenty-five 
to fifty per cent. of the wheat seed- 
ing is completed. This applies to 
the districts south and immediately 
north of the main line of the C.P.R. 

In the more central districts 
spring plowing had scarcely com 
menced on April 20, and on account 
of the heavy condition of the land 
and the rains of the past ten days, 
no further operations have been pos 


sible until the present week, Seed- 
ing will therefore not become gen 
eral until the first week in May, 


although a considerable amount of 
seeding has been done in the sections 
immediately north of Calgary and 
the C.P.R. line as far as Red Deer. 
From Red Deer north very _ little 
spring plowing has been done, and 
no seeding to speak of. The pre- 
sent warm, dry weather will hasten 
work on the land. 

In the northern and Peace River 
districts, spring operations have a 
been delayed, and seeding will not 
be general there until about May 7, 

In all districts in the province, 
moisture conditions are excellent, 
reports from the south-eastern ¢ 
tricts particularly encourag 
ing. In those districts there is more 
moisture than for years, and 
pasture will soon be available 
stock, which has improved wonder 
fully in condition in the past two 
weeks. Medicine Hat reports two 
inches of precipitation; Lethbridge 
1.91 inches; Claresholm 1 inch; 
Gleichen .75 inch; Brooks 1.3 inches; 
Youngstown 1.9 inches. The south 
western district reports winter 
wheat and rye coming along in good 
shape, with a little early spring 
wheat showing above ground, Gen- 
erally speaking, soil conditions 
throughout the province are more 
satisfactory than they have been for

STOCK & POULTRY POOLS 

Plans are going steadily forward 
for the province wide drive for 
memberships in the three new co 
operative marketing pools now be 
ing organized for the handling of 
the dairy, livestock, and poultry 
products, Meetings of the joint 
Board of the three pools are being 
held each week, to discuss plans for 


the coming campaign, which is 
be held for three week between 
June Sth. and 28th., after seeding 
operations are over, and the farmers 
will be able to give their attention 
to pool matter 

In connection with this drive fo: 
contracts in the pool, a series of 
meetings will be held throughout 
the province at which competent 


speakers will be on hand to discuss 
the merits of each pool, 
for the drive have been named in all 
districts, and will be ready with con 
tracts when the opening date 
rives, 
Contracts for

all three pools con 
tinue to arrive steadily at the poo! 
offices, The enthusiasm behind the 
movement appears to be growing 
throughout the province, The live- 
stock pool has already reached 
about 18 percent. of its objective, 
and the poultry pool has nearly 12 
percent. of its objective. The dairy 
pool is approaching the 600 mark 


in the number of contracts signed 
up to date. 
The entire co-operative poultry 


marketing service of the provincial 
department of agriculture, which 
has been in operation for some 
years, will be taken over by the new 
provincial poultry pool when — it 
comes into operation, according to 
Mrs, F. E. Wyman, Secretary of the 
Poultry Producers pool. 

The objective of the poultry pool 
is 1,600,00 dozen eggs a year, and 
contracts have already signed 
the production about 


been 
of 


covering 


25,000 hens. This is only on the 
basis of the hens at present owned 
by the contract signers. By the time 
the pool is in operation, these con- 
tracts signers already signed up will 
brings many more producing birds 
into the pool. 

The pool will be brought into 
operation just as soon as the direc- 
tors feel that sufficient production 
has been covered by contract to war- 
rant the starting of the pool, In 
the meantime, as the peak period 
of production is at hand, producers 
are advised to market their product 
through the provincial government 
marketing service, which has sta- 


tions at Edmonton, Calgary and 
Lethbridge. 
Over 400 canvassers have been 


appointed for the membership drive 
for the pools, and will be ready to 
take the field with contracts on 
June 8th, when the drive commences, 
In connection with the benefits 
to be derived from the establish- 
ment of the dairy pool, it is pointed 
out by the directors in charge of the 
organization that co-operative mark- 
eting will be a big factor in market- 
ing Alberta’s creamery butter 
abroad, It has been found that the 
creamery operators of the province 
who export butter have had to work 
under some system of co-operation 
to gain the fullest advantage, for 
the reason that competing countries 
are also organized. Denmark is 
under a co-operative contract system 
and Australia and New Mealand 
operate under a compulsory board,
